in eastern commerce; in fact it does a lot | 


of trade now, but ao steadily and quietly 
and in one direction that litile ia known of 
it. Spain has put her fingor on one part of 
the Island—Jolo, pronounced Yolo—where 
sho has built 9 citadel on the water with a 
wall around. Out of this stronghold no 
Spaniard can at times vonture alone. Some- 
times sorties are made with a large com- 
pany armed to the teoth, for such is the 
hatred with which the Spanincds are regard- 
od by -the Sulus (who are alwsys armed) 
‘that no opportunity is lost of spilling their 


blood. So.Jolo is guarded with ‘unceasing. 


vigilance ; but notwithstanding the gdvant- 
age tho Spaninrds enjoy, with generally one 
or two meon-of-war in port, and the apparent 
imprudence of attacking them without mo- 
dorn warlike appliances, nuwand then the 
groen fisg is unfurled and thege fanatics at- 
tempt to Qrive the intruder into the water, 
using no better weapona than old muskets 
and the native kris, After one of the last 
attacks of this kind, the soldiers who were 
removing the dead bodies: from the walls 
discovered ‘no lesa than sevyn wouen who 
had shaved thoir heads and marched should- 
er to shoulder with the men on Jolo. 

The climate of Jolo leaves little to be do- 
sired. ‘There iv a fine aren of country for 
the enjoyment of the residents, who relieve 
tho monotony of their existerice with an 
occasional bull. fight, or cock fight. The 
music of a ‘vory decont brass band ‘can 
also be enjoyed there; game abounds, 
and both dcer and boar can be hunted. 
Tho necessity fora Spanish occupancy of 
the Island ia:on account of the alleged 
piratical tendenéies of the Sulus, whuse 
fame in this reapect is not confined ‘to 
the Philippine coasts, A Chinaman in 
Sandokan is asking tho Borneo Govern- 
ment to give him redress in the matter of a 
schooner and: cargo taken by Sulu pirates. 
Two of tho schoongr’s orow escaped, but 
fiva others wore butchered. The schooner 
has been identified in Sulu, notwithstanding. 
some important changes mado in her, --An 
interesting feature in this ease is the ri- 
ported complicity in it of the late Sultan, 
Some of the stolen cargo is said. to have 
been conveyed to the putace: Sulu is the 
residence of the Sultan and the seat of 
government of all the islands of that group, 
exceptthat part of Sabah (Bornéo) which 
hag boon Jeased to thé British North Borneo 
Company, the Sultan claiming sovereignty 
over if. : A-Suluman is altogother unlike. 
his neighbours, the Philippiners, in ‘phy- 
siquo, temperament, language and religion, 
The colloquial is_not-unlike tle Malayan, 
lut & good -uuthority. hag assured me that.

I was glad of the opporlunity ol de- 
voting a fow woeks of my time mainly to 
aiding, as far os I. could, this ‘enterpriso 
that I regard as one of the grand works 
of tho ‘ago, Considering. its prospective 
influence on the civilization and devdop- 
mont of the whole of South-caatorn jain 
and ita probable, if not certaiu, extension 
into China, I verily believe it may be cliss- 
ed with tho Suez Canal and. the great 
American Pneific’ Railway as one of the 
grand works of tho century.

Tt would bo useloas aud probably impriper 
to anticipate Mr Hallet’s own report of tho 
results of his expedition.
